RIOTS IN BUDAPEST 


Four Universities in Hun- 
gary Closed as Result of 
Outbreaks Against Semi- 
tic Students. 


By the Associated Press. 

BUDAPEST, Ott. 24.—Four 
Hungarian universities were closed 
today after anti-Semitic rioting in 
which students and workmen par- 
ticipated and during which there 
were numerous minor casualties 
and 140 arrests ig, Budapest. 

A stormy parliamentary debate 
over the disorders ended in a 
challenge to a duel. 

There also was student rioting 
in the city of Debreczin. Police 
charged into a crowd of students, 
intent' on assaulting Jews, to dis- 
perse it. 

Martin Rainer, a student at Deb- 
reczin, who claims American citiz- 
enship, today handed the univer- 


| sity rector a medical certificate as- 


serting that he had suffered severe 
injuries in the rioting there. 

Rainer demanded punishment of 
his assailants and reserved the 
right to file claims for damages 
against the Government through 
the United States legation at Buda- 
pest. 

The outbreaks among the stu- 
dents started several weeks ago 
when they charged that the Gov- 
ernment was foisting upon the uni-

sent orders secretly to students ad- 
_vising them to attack the Jews. 
Dr. Fabian added that innocent 
persons had been assassinated and 
their slayers permitted to escape. 
Bela Scitovsky de Nagyker, Min- 
ister of Interior, made himself 
heard during the uproar. the 
charges started, and called on Dr. 
Fabian to produce the evidence on 
which he based his assertions. 
When the deputy failed to do so 
he was suspended by the speaker. 
The under secretary immediately 
challenged him to a duel.

NEGROBY OFFICER 


Three New Witnesses As- 
sert Hence Davis Did Not 
Fire, but Was Shot While 
I leeing . 

A grand jury investigation inte 
the fatal shooting of Hence Davis, 


20-year-old Negro laborer, by Pa- — 


trolman Raymond Roesiler of Carr 
Street District, Oct. 16, was ordered 
today by Deputy Coroner William 
V. Dever, as the result of the vol- 
untary appearance of three Negro 
witnesses at the Coroner's office, 
yesterday. 

Patrolman Hoesler was exoner- 
ated by a Coroner’s verijict of jus- 
tifiable homicide in a perfunctory 
inquest which followed Davis’ 
death Oct. 17. The testimony, all 
given by policemen, was that Roes- 
ler killed Davis at his home, 1113A - 
High street, after the Negro had 
fired a shot at him with a revolver 
which had been wrenched from the 
hand of Probationary Patrolman 
Andrew Meyer. 

The three Negro witnesses, Dep- 
uty Coroner Dever said today, will 
testify that Davis did not fire at 
the policeman, but was shot in the 
back as he ran to shelter in the 
rooms where he lived. 

Three New Witnesses Appe®r. 

The new witnesses are ‘Tottle 
Boswell, 1115 North High street; 
Addie Preston, 1113 North High 
street, and Frazier Cook, 1242 Carr 
street. They were taken to De- 
ver’s office by a Negro physician, 
who said they would be available 
at any time for the grand jury. 

According. to police reports, on 
which the inquest verdict was 
based, Probationary Patrolman 


Meyer heard cries from the Davis 


apartment and entered the house 
to find the young Negro beating 
his mother, Mrs. Tenne Davis, 40, 
with a rubber hose. The police- 
man sought to interfere and Davis 
| struck him with his fist, precipi- 
tating a struggle which lasted 15 
r 20 minutes, during which Meyer 
dragged the Negro downstairs to 
the rear yard. 

Roesler appeared just as Davis 
broke away with Meyer's revodiver 
in Kis hand and started upstairs. 
On the stairway, Roesler reported, 
Davis fired a shot at him and he 
fired two shots at the Negro. Bergt. 
William McCauley found the Negro 
on the living room floor, with one 
wound in the arm and another in 
the back. Meyer’s revolver, with 
one'cartridge discharged, was on 
the floor. 

Denied He Fired Shot, 

The Negro’s story, told befare 
his death and corroborated by Mra. 
Davis, was that he and his mother 
were “clowning” when Patrolman 
Meyer “butted in” and sought to 
arrest him. He fought back to 


keep from getting killed, and did 
not fire the revolver which he took 
from Meyer, he declared. 
Davis.and his mother sald fm 
their statements that a Mrs. Birde 


not know, Was in the room laugh- 
ing at their “clowning” when Pa-~ 
trolman Meyer entered. Mrs. John- 
son fled from the building and 
was not found. Davis died next 
day at City Hospital No. 2. Neither 
he nor his mother made any men- 
tion of the three new witnesses, 
who, according to Dever, declared 
they saw Patrolman Roesler shoot 
Davis.

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“That controversy grew out of the | 
attempt of the last Democratic ad- 
ministration to commit the coun- 
ry contrary to its predominant sen- 
timent. The result was a sharp 
issue. What has become of that 
issue? I see nothing of it in the 
Democratic platform. There is a 
faint and amusing reminder per- 
haps in the plank of that plat- 
form, which says that the Demo- 
eratic party demands ‘freedom 
from entangling politica] alliances 
with foreign nations,’ Gov. Smith 
tells us that ‘freedom from en- 
tangling alliances is a fixed Amer- 
ican policy.’ 

“The Democratic party has not 
only apparently abandoned its 
chief issue in relation to this sub- 
ject, but it presents no definite is- 
sue as to foreign affairs. ... They 
accuse us of failing to do more 
than we did, or could do, at the 
conference on limitation of arma- 
ment, although at the time both 
parties hailed what was done and 
the treaties of the Washington con- 
ference were approved by both 
Democrats and Republicans in the 
Senate and, as I recall it, with only 
one dissenting vote. The Democrat- 
ic platform speaks of further ef- 
forts for the limitation of arma- 
ment but presents no program. 

“With respect to Latin America, 
the Democratic party and Gov. 
|\Smith seem to forget the record of 
the last Democratic administration. 
It was that administration which 
intervened in Santo Domingo and 
Haiti. The Republican administra- 
tion inherited that situation and 
demonstrated its anti-imperialistic 
policy by perfecting arrangements 
tor a withdrawal from Santo Dom- 
ingo, which was effected. We would 
leave Haiti, if we could. We are 
trying to help in Nicaragua at the 
instance of both the contending 
parties in that country and in the 
interest of a fair election in order 
that an independent and stable 
government may be established. I 
notice that the Democratic plat- 
form in its plank on foreign policies 
declares for ‘protection of Ameri- 
can lives and rights.” I wonder 
what they mean by that? I had 
the honor to state at the last Pan- 
American conference held at Ha- 
vana, as a delegate of the Govern- 
ment of the United States, what I 
understood to be American policy 
in relation to Latin America. I 
stated that we yielded to none in 
the establishment of the ideal of 
sovereignty and independenco for 
every one of the American re- 
publics from the greatest to the 
smallest; that we cherished no 
thought of aggression; that we de- 
sired to respect the rights of every 
country and to have the rights of 
our own country equally respected; 
that we did not wish the territory 
of any American republic: that we 
did not wish to govern any Amer- 


to intervene in the affairs of any 
American republic; we simply 
wished peace and order and sta- 
bility and recognition of honest 
rights properly acquired so that 
this hemisphere might be not only 
the hemisphere of peace but the 
hemisphere of international justice. 
That is the policy of the Repub- 
lican administration. 

“From our opponents we have 
had a great deal of criticism and 
very little constructive suggestion. 
Now when the issues of this cam- 
paign were penade oo Ss hb a 
that had been done and sought 
to be done, foreign relations, ex- 
cept for a little talk to small pur- 
pose, are virtually left out so far 
as amy definite and important is- 
sue is concerned. Considering the 
deep interest of our people in for- 
eign affairs, that is an extraordi- 
mary omission. I regard it as a 
notable, if perhaps unwilling trib- 
ute to the Republican administra- 
tion.”

One of the most significant fea- 
tures about the introduction of 
football to the University of Mis- 
souri in 1890 was that it immedi- 
ately became the sire of other 
forms of athletics, and had been 


played only one season when the}? 
lreceipts were thrown into a gen- 


al athletic fund. Equipment was 
purchased for baseball and tennis, 
and when these had been in vogu2 
for a season, the Board of Curators 
stopped looking askance at the 
newcomer and ordered a tract of 
land set aside for an athletic field. 
Faculties have ever since recog- 
nized the value of the sport as a 


| 


means of supporting other forms 
of athletics. 


The profits of this “sire of 
sports,” in its first year at Mis- 
souri, amounted to $100, not a 


great deal compared to the thou- 
sands of dollars the Tigers make 
on a football season nowadays 
when their gross receipts come to 
around $200,000. But the football 
men had the good of the schoo! at 
heart and when the Football Asso- 
ciation met in December, 1890, it 
voted to turn the $100 over to a 
general fund for athletics and a 
committee was appointed to draw 
up a charter for an Athletic Asso- 
ciation.
